San Joaquin valley vineyards 
produce more tons of grapes per 
acre than do the southland acres 
and because of that condition the 
prorate has worked to the detri-

This is the 
end of a notable case that has 
been in the courts for several 
years. 

“Following the death of her hus- 
|band several years ago, Mrs. 
Frankish was prevailed upon to 
turn over her property to a er- 
tain corporation in Los Angeles, 
upon the assurance that she would 


receive gilt edge securities and 
large returns,” said Attorney 
Gray. However, she received 


nothing but a bare 
note but no returns whatsoever. 
The Los Angeles corporation went 
jinto bankruptcy, but only after 
| they had given a large mortgage 
| against the property in favor of 
the Intermountain Title Guarantee 
company, Mr. Gray stated. 

In her complaint, Mrs. Frank- 
ish alleged she had been defraud- 
ed out of her property. Judge 
Leonard of the Superior Court up- 
held her in that contention and 
also held that the corporation 
which took the mortgage had full 
| knowledge of all of the facts. 

The Frankish properties include 
the site of the Broiler cafe on A 
street, Ontario, adjacent to the 
| new post office site, and also the 
vacant block on the west side of 
Euclid avenue opposite the new 
city hall in that city.
